HEAD OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
GROUP IN HOUSE TO RETIRE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (UP) 
—Chairman James P. Richards 
of South Carolina of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee will 
retire at the end of next year,

As the Tax Bills Go Out 


As more and more St. Louis county residents 
receive their tax bills, more and more are be- 
coming conscious of the gross inequities em- 
bedded in the county’s property tax .structure. 
The state’s order for an increase in assessments 
did not create those inequities. But it is certain- 
ly bringing them forcibly to light. 

Thus some taxpayers are finding their tax 
bills increased more than one-third over last 
year, while others receive a more moderate in- 
crease. It depends in part on where you live. 

State law required all taxing bodies to reduce 
their tax rates proportionately to the increase 
in assessments. But some taxing bodies with ris- 
ing budgets do,not show as large a reduction 
from last year as others with stable budgets. By 
comparison with the 1954 tax levies, the Clayton 
school levy went down 32 per cent, Brentwood 
16 per cent, Jennings 20 per cent, Ladue 29 per 
cent, Normandy 16 per cent and University City 
31 per cent. The great variation means that the 
blanket increase in assessments falls with uneven 
weight on taxpayers in various jurisdictions. 

Another source of variation is the fact that 
assessments on property classified as “acreage” 
have been increased 85 per cent, while city lot 
assessments went up only 60 per cent. This. may 
be equitable in the aggregate, but many indi- 
vidual inequities are bound to arise, especially 
since there seems to be some confusion as to 
what is acreage and what is a city lot. 

Thus the owner of a $20,000 house which was 
assessed at $4000 last year is now assessed at 
$6400 if his land. is a “city lot’ but at $7400 if 
it is “acreage.” Last year at a county tax rate 
of 97 cents he paid $38.80 to the support of 
county functions. This year he pays $42.24 as his 
share of the cost of county government if he 
owns a “city lot,” but $48.84 if he owns “‘acre- 
age.” Similar discrepancies will show up in rela- 
tive contributions to the cost of schools. 

Since the purpose of the assessment increase 
was to bring the county's total real property 
valuation up to 30 per cent of actual value, any 
individual taxpayer who’ finds his own assess- 
ment higher than that is inequitably assessed. 

The only real answer to these. discrepancies 
is a scientific, nonpolitical, parcel-by-parcel re- 
assessment of all county property, which applies 
a uniform and equitable standard to the valua- 
tion of each individual parcel. Every grumbling 
taxpayer should know that the County Council's 
effort to provide for such a reassessment by ex- 
pert appraisers is now at a standstill, thanks 
to obstruction by County Supervisor Matthews. 
Unless prompt action for that kind of reassess- 
ment is taken, the inequities that cause the 
grumbling today are likely to persist indefinitely. 
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They Broke Up the Furniture 

If we were scoring the Illinois state police, 
we would give them a higher mark for their 
Tuesday night raid on Frank (Buster) Wort- 
man’s Club Prevue (old Mounds) than for their 
raid there last year, but we would still score 
them considerably short of 100. Last year the 
state police observed the amenities by collecting 
some deputy sheriffs from Edwardsville and tak- 
ing them along. When they got to the plush 
“private” club, they foynd nothing more offen- 
sive to the law than pool playing. 

This time it was a surprise raid, but it took 
so long. to hack down a locked door to the 
gambling wing that a warning signal flashed by 
one of the guards sufficed. When the police got 
into the casino all the money, except $4.50, had 
disappeared. It was harder to swallow up the 
gambling furniture, however, so the police found 
and chopped up three dice tables, two blackjack 
tables and a roulette wheel. They also took three °* 
gunny sacks @@echips into custody. 

Funny how this sort of thing can go on for 
weeks, how it can draw 250 automobiles night 
after night on busy U.S. Highway 40, and yet 
neither Democratic Sheriff Kenneth T. Ogle nor 
Democratic State's Attorney Fred P. Schuman 
finds out about it from anyone at all. Yes, very 
funny—or is it? 
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Mayor Tucker on the Police 

Mayor Tucker's position with respect to home 
rule and the St. Louis Police Department reflects 
in large part the views of Victor D. Brannon, 
director of the G6vernmental Research Institute, 
privately financed fact-finding agency. 

Appearing before a special committee of the 
Missouri House of Representatives the Mayor 
said that while he favors granting to the city 
certain powers in police matters now held by 
the State Legislature, he does not support giving 
the city full authority. Specifically Mayor 
Tucker said he believes that the power to 
appoint members of the Police Board should be 
continued in the hands of the Governor. 

A good case can be made on either side of 
the question as to where the appointive power 
should reside—in the hands of the Governor or 
the hands of the Mayor. The authority was 
vested at Jefferson City at the urging of the 
people of St. Louis to protect them from political 
crookedness at the local level. The same desire 
for protection caused the Election Board selec- 
tion to be put in the Governor’s hands. As 
recently as the Stark Administration a major 
battle was fought and won in this very field to 
protect the people of Kansas City from Pender- 
gastism. 

Matters of police numbers, salaries, working 
conditions, and distribution are something else 
entirely. Surely no one would argue that St. 
Louis should be forced to ask legislators from 
Joplin and St. Joseph, from Springfield and 
Kansas City for permission to add needed 
patrolmen. That is the responsibility as well as 
the duty of police officials of this city. 

For the most part citizens will probably go 
along with the Mayor on the appointment of the 
Police Board and strongly support him in his 
call for home rule over day-to-day administration 
of the force. 
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Senator Dirksen Stayed Away 

Senator Dirksen was a member of the Senate's 
Permanent Investigating subcommittee, headed 
by Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, throughout 
the 1953-54 Congress. Yet the Illinois Republi- 
can now says he cannot remember having at- 
tended a session of the subcommittee outside 
Washington over which Senator McCarthy pre- 
sided. 

Since that was the most controversial subcom- 
mittee of the entire Republican Eighty-third 
Congress, it is odd that a leading member was 
so little interested in what the subcommittee 
was doing, for example, at Fort Monmouth, N.J. 
Is the explanation that Senator Dirksen thought 
the subcommittee was so fair in its “one-man” 
McCarthy star chamber sessions that it needed 
no one else’s attention? 

If so that is something for Illinois voters to 
keep in mind for a year from now when Everett 
McKinley Dirksen comes up for re-election. 
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Sparks Around the Powder Keg 

New sparks are falling about the Middle East- 
ern powder keg and the old embers glow hot as 
the West and Israel talk and plan about what 
can be done to prevent an explosion. Wise old 
Ben-Gurion, returning to the Israeli premiership, 
promptly called for face-to-face talks with Arab 
leaders, The sudden renewal of fighting on the 
Egyptian border in the El Auja strip makes the 
need for these talks increasingly urgent. 

Meanwhile Egypt has just signed military 
pacts with Syria and Saudi Arabia and is looking 
to one with Lebanon. Afghanistan, a bitter 
enemy of pro-Western Pakistan, says it is going 


And Soviet arms now pouring into Egypt encour- 
age the Arab states in their belligerancy. 

Syria, in excellent position to hit Israel from 
the northeast, seems to possess a high potential 
as a danger spot. In its parliament since October 
1954 is the wily Kalid Bakdash, the only avowed 
Communist to be seated in an Arab legislature. 
Known as the “Flying Kurd,” he commutes by 
plane back and forth to Russia where he spent 
several years in Moscow's school for agitators. 
What Moscow-trained Ho Chi-minh is to Indo- 
china, Bakdash could be to the Middle East. 

It seems quite apparent that the longer the 
West delays in taking a firm stand against war 
between Jew and Arab, the more the flames 
menace the powder keg.

England has had a patent system 
continuously from the Middle Ages and 
its industrial development has made 
England one of the economically dom- 
inant nations of modern history. 

Only Germany and the United States 
have achieved similar industrial stature, 
and each nation :, 
has possessed a 
strong patent sys- 
tem. 

Austria did not 
develop as an in- 
dustrial nation 
until it adopted a 
patent system at 
the end of the nine- 
teenth century. 

In Holland indus- 
try and technology 
flourished until 
1869 when the pat- 
ent system of that 
country was abol- 
ished, and it is no 
mere coincidence that during the period 
of 1869-1912 technological development 
languished. 


Giants of Today and Their Start 


In 1912, a new patent system was 
instituted and since that time Holland 
has again developed an advanced tech- 
nological establishment. 

Totalitarian countries with vast ideo- 
logical deviations from the democratic 
nations nevertheless maintain a sem- 
blance of a patent system. 

There is a direct historical correlation 
between a patent system and a strong 
technological economy. 

Every large industrial corporation or 
firm in the nation owns patents. So do 
even the smallest industrial concerns. 

Furthermore, the industrial giants of 
the present day were founded upon 
technological innovation evoked by the 
patent system. 

The Edison and Tesla patents were 
the economic foundation of our electric 
utility industry. 

The Westinghouse patent on the air 
brake and the Tesla induction motor 
patent were the economic foundation of 
one of our large industrial corporations. 

The Bell patent was the economic 
foundation of our telephone utility sys- 
tem. The Bendix starter patents were 


Henry Ford 
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The idea of an internal combustion en- 
gine on wheels was not a substantial 
invention in its day. 

Four inventions, the self-starter, the 
electrolytic storage battery, steerable 
wheels, and the muffler were the keys 
which unlocked the gates of economic 
development and ushered in the mod- 
ern automotive age. 

Edward R. Weidlein, director of Mel- 
lon Institute of Industrial Research, 
says: 

“The American patent system has op- 
erated so successfully because it is 
based on a sound understanding of hu- 
man nature. 

“These 2,275,079 patents, more than 
two thirds of which have expired and 
are now public property, have been 
one of the prime factors in shaping 
American industriai life.” 


As the Supreme Court Sees It 


The Supreme Court has aptly said: 

“It is undeniably true, that the lim- 
ited and temporary monopoly granted 
to inventors was never designed for 
their exclusive profit or advantage; the 
benefit to the public or community at 
large was another and doubtless the 
primary object in granting and secur- 
ing that monopoly. 

“Whilst the remuneration of genius 
and useful ingenuity is a duty incum- 
bent upon the public, the rights and 
welfare of the community must be ef- 
fectually guarded. Considerations of 
individual emolument can never be per- 
mitted to operate to the injury of 
these.” 

The recent report of the Attorney 
General's Committee adds: 

“The private reward of the patent 
grant aims to achieve its public purpose 
in a number of ways. Prominent among 
these is the encouragement of the early 
disclosure of patentable inventions and 
their ultimate availability to the public 
upon expiration of the patent. 

“Second, the patent system seeks to 
achieve its public purpose by encourag- 
ing investment of risk capital. This is 
accomplished by affording a .market 
within which the patent owner can in- 
vest and induce others to invest with- 
out fear of competition. 


‘Invention Begets Prosperity’ 


“New products and processes have 
always entailed substantial investment 


the expenditures required to this end 
have increased. 

“By protecting such investment—and 
thereby encouraging new technologies— 


~ the patent seeks to increase competi- 


tion by what is superficially an incon- 
sistent grant of monopoly, but is in fact 
a mechanism intended to assure compe- 
tition in invention.” .

12 Million W orked for Him 


THE PEARL KING, by Robert Eunson. (Greenberg, 

243 paqs., $3.95.) 

Until his death a little over a year 
ago at the age of 94, Kokichi Mikimoto 
was known as “The Pearl King” of 
Japan. It was Mikimoto who first 
learned the secret of how to induce 
oysters to make pearls by delicately 
opening their shells and inserting a 
speck of irritant. His discovery made 
him the father of the great Japanese 
pearl industry, as well as a wealthy man. 
At one time he had as many as 12,000.- 
000 oysters working for him and they 

, turned out three- 
fourths of the 
world’s pearls. 

This biography of 
the fabulous Miki- 
moto, ‘written in a 
light vein by an 
American newspa- 
per man who is 
chief of the A.P. 
bureau in Tokyo, 
presents him as the 
lovable, old, pub- 
licity - conscious, 
character that he 
was, Without dwell- 
ing too long on any 
particular facet of 
the remarkable Mikimoto career, Mr. 
Eunson recounts the Horatio Alger years 
of hard work and failure that Mikimoto 
experienced before he finally succeeded 
in producing a perfectly-round, smooth, 
cultured pearl. Once he had, he began 
to grow them like vegetables. 

During a visit to the United States, 
Mikimoto studied the mussels in the 
Mississippi with the idea of growing 
pearls here but finally decided the 
water was too cold. However, he ad- 
mired the texture of the shells on Mis- 
sissippi fresh-water oysters so much that 
he began importing them to Japan to 
use as nuclei for his own pearls. 

After the war, Mikimoto extended the 
hospitality of his Pearl Island to the 
Occupation Forces, and made a great 
many friends among the Americans. 
Gen. MacArthur’s chief ef staff gave 
him a derby hat, and though a derby 
looks rather odd with a kimono, the 
combination became Mikimoto’s infor- 
mal trade mark. A derby hat was the 
last thing placed in his coffin. 

Mr. Eunson’s book is illustrated with 
a number of photographs from the 
Mikimoto family album.

Catholic Charities’ Study Shows Many | 
Older Persons Think They Should Live 
With Children, Support Themselves. 


Of 383 persons over the age 
of 60 years who were asked 
where older people should live, 


homes for the aged, while 63 
per cent were in favor of living 
in their own homes, it was dis- 
closed in a report made public 
today by Catholic Charities of 
St. Louis. 


Thirty-nine per cent felt they 
should live with their children 
but only 42 per cent thought 
their children should support 
them, the report showed. How- 
ever, 45 per cent of 437 aging | 
persons who were interviewed | 
either lived alone or with chil- | 
dren under 21 years old, it was 
found. 

The report was based on a 
two-month study in 1953 of 
Catholics over 60° who live in 
St. Philip Neri parish in north 
St. Louis. Theré are 1350 fami- 
lies in the parish. 


A strong desire to continue 
working was expressed by al- 
most all of those interviewed. 
Of those who were already re- 
tired, most attributed it to ill 
health rather than having 
simply reached retirement age.

Too Bad There’s. Only 
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‘Snipers 


One Coach Don Faurot 


T isn’t at all surprising that 

there has been vicious snip- 

ing at Don Faurot, the Uni- 
versity of Missouri's honor- 
able, capable athletic director 
and football coach. The 
amazing thing about it is that 
Faurot was able to go through 
approximately 20 years of 
coaching young men on a 
football field before the snip- 
ers had the-courage to pull 
the trigger. And while the 
bullets came into view, the 
characteristically 
stayed iff the shadows of 
anonymity. 

Usually it doesn’t take 20 
years, or even 10 or even 
five, for a vast horde of 
snipers to materialize in the 
college coaching picture, even 
im the case of the finest 
coach, and we consider Don 
Faurot outstanding with all 
the qualities a coach should 
have. He has a keen desire 
to win, but a transcending de- 
votion to his school and to 
the young men who are en- 
trusted to his care during 
their impressionable years. 
He believes that a young 
man’s welfare is. more im- 
portant than a touchdown or 
a victory. He believes that 
football should be an honor- 
able part of school activity, 
rather than a high-pressure, 
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DON FAUROT 
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education, play football and 
enjoy the incidental publicity 
in his home state, where it 
would do him the most good. 
We also mentioned that if the 
boy played for Don Faurot, 
he'd have the benefit of 
wholesome, sympathetic and 
understanding supervision.

The Happy Time for 


Missouri Nimrods 
By Leonard Hall 


HIS is the time of year to which Missouri's 

nimrods look forward most eagerly. The water- 

fowl season was officially opened last week on 
ducks and geese, and the 1956 deer season is well 
on its way into the 
records of history. 
And soon comes Nov. 
10 when upland gun- 
“ners with their 
pointers and setters 
will take to the 
brown fields in pur- 
suit of the fast-flying 
bobwhite. Mean- 
while the squirrel 
season has yielded 
the most bountiful 
harvest in several 
years to the hunter 
with patience and a 
keen eye; while if 
our observations are 
of any account, 
there’s an excellent 
crop of cottontalls 
waiting in the briar 
patches. 

Here “at Possum 
Trot we are somewhat off the main flyway for 
waterfowl down the Mississippi river and this is 
especially true in a dry autumn. Now the low levels 
of creeks and ponds keeps the birds pretty well 
concentrated along the larger streams. Yet from 
all we can find out, the flight of ducks has hardly 
started in this latitude of our state, probably because 
of the extremely mild weather. In the big cornfields 
to the north, the automatic pickers have left plenty 
of grain on the ground to be harvested by the 
birds. So the devotees of the early dawns in the 
duck blinds are still awaiting a freeze-up and rough 
weither to the north which will send the birds 
our way.

WE DID HAVE our usual flight of blue-winged 
teal which begins in mid-September and has continued 
until about 10 days ago. During this time we could 
be sure of finding a band of a half-dozen to 20 or 
more of these swift little flyers resting on the 
Big Pond whenever our morning work took us down 
that way. But then the teal went south and so far 
they have not been followed by the larger species. 
These are always more or less “casuals” this far 
from the river, though during the course of an 
autumn with plenty of moisture we can count on 
a few pintail, ring-neck, lesser scaup, baldpate, 
shoveller, gadwall and a fair flight of mallards as 
the birds go south.

ANOTHER THING we especially miss during the 
dry years is the migration of shore birds. In wet 
seasons when some of the low fields grow boggy 
with standing water and the ponds are full, we 
run up a fairly good record of these species. . Only 
two are game birds—the Wikton’s snipe and woodcock. 
But in addition to these we will see several varieties 
of sandpipers, greater and lesser yellow-legs, a very 
occasional curlew and dowitcher, and the upland 
and golden plover. Most of these use the shallow 
margins of the ponds to rest and feed, though 
both plovers are often seen in high alfalfa fields. 
The Wilson's snipe likes the marshy: fields, while 
woodcock are generally found in brushy cover along 
the creek. In fact, in a really wet year we can 
count on flushing one or two birds from almost 
the same spot each day, as though this were a way 
station on the road south. And this it probably 
is, since the places where we find woodcock are 
those where the bird can dig down into the soft 
ground with its long bill for food.

EVERYONE REPORTS a good increase in this 
season's hatch of bobwhites. And according to Jack 
Stanford, quail biologist for the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, this is actually the case. The drouth 
years, says Jack, developed no real shortage of nesting 
pairs in most parts of Missouri. The difficulty was 
that nesting conditions grew so tough during 1953 
and 1954 that even where broods were hatched, they 
were apt to be small. Poor conditions of food and 
cover, plus ground temperatures so high during the 
hatching season that eggs often started incubating 
ahead of time, all helped account for the poor 
years. Yet there was enough of a survival to populate 
the nesting cover with a normal supply of birds 
this spring, while conditions were ideal when the 
quail were incubating their eggs and bringing off 
the young. Thus many landowners who did no 
hunting last year—and what's more, allowed no hunt- 
ing on their land—are going to feel better this season 
about harvesting a normal crop of birds. 


x * * 


ONE BIG DIFFICULTY after several poor quail 
years is that there’s bound to be a real dearth of 
good, well-trained bird dogs. The pointers and 
setters which were in their prime four and five 
years ago are growing old. The youngsters of three 
and four which should be just hitting their stride 
are bound to suffer from lack of sufficient training 
in the field ahead of the gun and with plenty of 
birds to work on. At best, our present short seasons 
make the training of a good gun dog a difficult 
task. Thus many a gunner may have to sacrifice 
at least part of his shooting to the equally fascinating 
sport of training his bird dog, in the hope that 
next year and the ones which follow will bring 
a goodly supply of bobwhites. Certainly this will 
be our problem with younger Tiger and my chief 
hope is to spend enough hours afield to help him 
acquire the experience he needs. 
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AS FOR THE DEER SEASON, most of our scouts 
from the deer woods report an unusual dearth of 
deer sign this autumn. Yet all agree there are 
plenty of whitetails and that the herd is still in- 
creasing in numbers as well as in range. Certainly 
the predictions as to deer numbers are confirmed 
by the success of the bow and arrow deer hunting 
season which was, I believe, more productive than 
any since this sport was revived in Missouri. It 
isn't easy, on the other hand, to read deer sign 
when the woods are dry and when we have such 
a heavy undergrowth as this year. All of the scrub 
oak still holds its leaves, as well as dogwood and 
most of the ether small species which make up 

understory in the deer woods. , This heavy, 
leafy undergrowth makes for tough heer hunting 
conditions and certainly increases the need for 
every safety precaution in the woods. There are 
oaks and black jack oaks which are almost 
as scariet in color as a hunter's coat. Yet Missouri 
excellent record of safety during its deer 
and here's hoping our hunters follow the 
in clearly identifying the 
trigger.

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Some Suggestions Offered on Preparing Squirrel, Rabbit and Possum 


By Hoyt Alden 


E received a complaint 
from a reader the other 


day who said, “You're al-° 


ways talking about deer as 
though that were the only game 
anyone shoots, How about the 
squirrel and rabbit hunters. 
Not to mention the possum 
hunters. .. 7” 


A point well taken, we said 
to ourselves, and recalled a 
time we were visiting in Tennes- 
see a few years ago and where 
a squirrel hunter served up 
squirrel stew, Southern style. 
The memory still lingers. Nat- 
urally we got the recipe, and 
here it is: 

Cut up an eighth of a pound 
of salt pork and fry it wntil it’s 
very crisp and then take the 
pieces out of the pan. Clean a 
couple of squirrels and cut 
them into half a dozen pieces 
each. Dredge them in seasoned 
flour and saute them in the 
hot pork fat until they're 
brown all over. 

Just before they get brown, 
put in a couple of big onions, 
sliced thin and let them cook 
as the meat finishes browning, 
until they’re soft. Now put the 

eat in a large casserole, along 
with two cups of bouillon, or 
meat broth if you have some, 
and the leafy tops of two stalks 
of celery. Cover it and bake it 
in a moderate oven for an hour,

OW take out the celery tops 
Nina put in two cups of fresh 

lima beans, a couple of big, 
peeled tomatoes, a cup of whole 
kernel corn (fresh, if you have 
some) and a_ teaspoon of 
Worcestershire sauce.

O, if you have a rabbit, go 
S out in the kitchen and cut it 

in six pieces. Soak it in cold 
water for an hour to take out 
some of the gamey taste, and 
then dry it and dredge it in 
flour seasoned with salt and 
paprika. Beat up an egg with 
a couple of tabléspoons of milk, 


dip the pieces in that. Then 
roll them lightly in cracker 
meal. 


Heat a fourth of a cup of 
bacon drippings in a heavy 
skillet, and when hot saute the 
rabbit until it’s pale brown all 
over. Then turn down the heat 
and let it cook for another half 
hour, turning it every 10 min- 
utes. Put it on a hot platter, 
toss some flour in the skillet, 
stir it around until it browns 
and then add a cup of chicken 
bouillon. Serve this in a gravy 
dish alongside, and you've got 
something. 


Then too, there’s rabbit pie, 
another delicacy dear fo the 


hearts of the lovers of small 
game. Soak the rabbit, as above, 
and cut in small pieces, Roll it 
in flour seasoned with salt and 
pepper and then brown it in 
hot fat. Cover with water and 
let it come to a boil. The 
moment it does, reduce the 
heat and let it simmer, covered, 
for a couple of hours. 

Slice a fourth of a pound 
of mushrooms and saute them 
in butter until they’re brown. 
Make enough pastry to line a 
deep pie dish. “The pastry 
should be about an eighth of 
an inch thick. Save enough for 
the top. Bake the pastry shell 
for about 10 minutes until it’s 
crisp, and then put the meat 
and mushrooms and a cup of 
diced carrots therein. Sprinkle 
it with salt, paprika, nutmeg 
and chopped chives. Beat an 
egg in two cups of cooléd stock 
and pour this and the rest of 
the stock over the works. Put 
on the pastry top, slash it to 
make a safety valve, and bake 
it 45 minutes in a 350-degree 
oven.

HERE are several schools of 
thought on possum. I prefer 
to remain aloof, but for the 
sake of the record, here’s how 
to prepare roast opossum, with 
sweet taters. 

Start with one possum. Place 
it in a kettle (dressed, of 
course) along with two red pep- 
per pods and cover it with cold 
water. Bring it to a boil and 
then let it simmer for an hour. 

Take it out of the pot and 
then put it on a trivet in a 
Dutch oven or roasting pan. 
Add a cup of water and 
sprinkle it with two teaspoons 
of salt, a fourth teaspoon of 
biaek pepper, an eighth of a 
teaspoon of sage and two table- 
spoons of lemon juice. 

Have ready four big cooked 
yams, peeled and quartered. 
Put them around the roast. 
Then sprinkle them with a mix- 
ture made of a fourth of a cup 
of brown sugar, a half teaspoon 
of cinnamon and an eighth tea- 
spoon of ginger. Cover the 
roaster and let it cook at low 
heat for two hours, or until the 
meat is brown and crisp. 

You can also cook raccoon, 
muskrat and woodchuck the 
same way.

Uninsulated Heating Systems. 


T takes a long time for some 
| peopie to learn that in this 

life you seldom if ever get 
anything for free, 


Take for example a nice warm 
basement. Most people figure 
that because this heat is com- 
ing from an uninsulated furnace 
or boiler and from the lines or 
ducts it’s not costing them any- 
thing but they are wrong. It’s 
costing them plenty. If you 
need a nice warm basement for 
some purpose that’s fine but if 
it’s just used for storage space 
better do something about that 
waste of heat. 

An uninsulated hot water or 
steam system can amount up to 
25 per cent of the boiler ca- 
pacity. 

First thing to start on are the 
pipes. Asbestos air cel] insula- 
tion made for this job comes in 
sections three feet long. The 
sections are split so they can be 
slipped over the pipes and then 
canvas laps that are a part of 
each section are cemented down 
to make a tight joint. 

AE AE 

METAL BANDS are then 
placed every 18 inches to cover 
the points and help support the 
insulation. The pipes should be 
brushed clean before the insu- 
lation is applied. Fittings that 
can't be covered with this pre- 
formed insulation can be in- 
sulated with asbestos cement. 

On a hot water system it’s 
best to insulate both the sup- 
ply and return pipe. On a two- 
pipe steam or vacuum system 
the general practice is to leave 
the return line uninsulated. 

If you have an uninsulated 
boiler, it can be fixed up by 
first covering it with chicken 
wire and then applying two 
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coats of asbestos cement over 
the wire that acts as a lath. 
Each coat should be about one- 
half inch thick. 

By the way, even with a good 
insulating job the chances are 
that there will be sufficient 
heat loss from the system to 
keep the Basement dry and com- 
fortable.

Includes St. Louis Bears Series

N case you don’t know what 

postmasters’ provisional are, 

and there’s no reason why 
you should unless you collect 
stamps, they are stamps which 
postmasters themselves de- 
signed and had printed during 
the years 1845 to 1847, while 
the post office department de- 
liberated whether or not to 
adopt official postage stamps. 
The cost of their production 
came out of the postmaster's 
pocket and they usually were 
printed in quite small quanti- 
ties. Of these only a limited 
number have survived. which 
makes some of them as expen- 
sive as all get out. 

The biggest and most com- 
plete collection of provisionals 
in existence was put together 
over a period of nearly half a 
century by the late Alfred H. 
Caspary, a wealthy New York 
broker who died early this year. 
He was a modest, retiring man 
who was well known in stamp 
circles, but little known else- 
where. His entire collection, 
which includes the provisionals, 
is worth in the neighborhood 
of $2,000,000. 

The collection has been 
turned over to H. R. Harmer, 
Inc., of New York and London, 
to be auctioned off, a process, 
we have learned, which is long 
and involved and _ surrounded 
with philatelic ritual. They 
don’t just hold a public auction 
and sell off all the stamps. The 
collection has been divided into 
groups, according to type. 
Fancy catalogues are printed 
covering the entire collection, 
and then other catalogues which 
cover only specific groups.

NLY a few copies of the 
0 stamp were known to collec- 

tors prior to 1869 when 153 
of them were discovered among 
some old mail of a firm in New 
York. Twenty specimens were 
found in a Washington, D.C., 
bank in 1872 and 25 more were 
found in a New York business 
house in 1889. A big find came 
in 1889 when 137 were re- 
covered in the courthouse at 
Louisville, Ky. The last major 
find occurred in Philadelphia 
in 1912 when a wastepaper 
dealer, cleaning out a bank 
basement, found 42 envelopes 
bearing 71 Bear stamps. . 

The Bears in the Caspary col- 
lection range in price from $375 
to $5000. The $5000 item is a 
cover (envelope to you) bearing 
two five-cent Bears, and ad- 
dressed to a party in New York. 
The reasons for the differences 
in price are based on a lot of 
things which wouldn't make 
much difference to you or me, 
Harmer explained, but which 
are near and dear to the hearts 
of collectors. Like the state of 
perforation around the edge, 
the brightness of the stamp, the 
color combinations (some colors 
are more rare than others) and 
whether, on an envelope, the 
cancellation stamp cuts across 
the stamp or doesn't. 

Our conversation was inter- 
rupted by a knock on the door. 
Harmer opened it to C. Cor- 
with Wagner, a St. Louis insur- 
ance man, who has been col- 
lecting stamps for 30 years. 
Wagner was interested in look- 
ing at the Bears, explaining that 
he specializes in Missouriana, 
and stamps west of the Missis- 
sippi river. He admired the 
Bears at great length, but didn’t 
commit himself, beyond the ob- 
servation it was finest group of 
Bears ever collected. 

The most expensive single 
item in the first sale group, 
Harmer explained, is a Balti- 
more postmaster provisional, 
a 10-cent stamp printed in 
black on blue paper.

Harmer said he was happy 
for anyone with a serious inter- 
est in stamps to view the col- 
lections, whether they planned 
to buy or not. He also wanted 
to make it clear, he said, that 
his company doesn't look down 
its nose at anv but large and 
expensive collections. “We'll 
handle collections worth a hun- 
dred dollars,” he said, “if they 
are interesting and discriminat- 
ing collections.” 


During a two-day visit to a 
city like St. Louis, Harmer says, 
he will have from 20 to 30 col- 
lectors drop in. Some of them 
are big collectors, interested in 
bidding on the stamps. Others 
are youngsters just starting out, 
who seldom get a chance to see 


such valuable stamps and who 
come in just to feast their eyes.

Caspary, for instance, was 
known among stamp collectors 
everywhere as the world’s num- 
ber one collector of postmasters’ 
provisionals. His name was so 
closely identified with them, 
Harmer said, that most often a 
newly discovered item would be 
offered first to him. If fine 
specimens he wanted were 
locked up in someone else's col- 
lection, he would exercise infi- 
nite patience until it came on 
the market, then he would 


get it. 
() ter provisionals is known as 

a Baltimore “Buchanan,” 
named for James Madison Bu- 
chanan who was postmaster, and 
who wrote his name across enve- 
lopes. Some 25 years ago a nov- 
elist named Natalie Sumner 
Lincoln was reading about the 
great value of a Baltimore 
Buchanan, Harmer relates. She 
thought she remembered seeing 
one among old family corre- 
spondence.

Why are the sales spread out 
over three years? “To be per- 
fectly frank,” Harmer said, 
“$2,000,000 is a lot of money, 
and we don't want to dig too 
deep in the public’s pockets all 
at once. We hit the collectors 
at intervals, and then give them 
a chance to recuperate.” 

Harmer himself is a collec- 
tor, not of stamps, but of some- 
thing called “Mulreadys,” which 
are a little hard to explain to 
an American, he said.

South then proceeded to 
make a hash of the play. Win- 
ning with the diamond ace, he 
drew the adverse trumps, then 
tried for a diamond break. 
When the suit failed to break 
3-3—a perfectly normal devel- 
opment—South lost two tricks 
in diamonds and two in spades. 
“A cold three-no-trump contract 
thrown out the window, he mut- 
tered. 

It is a remarkable fact that 
players of South's type—those 
who are obsessed with the no- 
tion that hands must not be bid 
to high contracts with trump 
suits of only seven cards, di- 
vided 4-3—carry their blindness 
over into the play. Take this 
case. South should have been 
delighted at the chance to win 
10 tricks at hearts when it was 
so likely that only nine tricks 
were there at no-trump. Instead 
of depending on the remote 
possibility that trumps and dia- 
monds would split perfectly, he 
should have used a dummy- 
reversal plan. That is, he should 
have ruffed two of dummy’s 
clubs with his own eight and 
jack of trumps; then he would 
win. in all, three top trump 
tricks, one spade, two diamonds, 
two clubs, and the two club 
ruffs—a total of 10 tricks, for a 
top score.

Comment on 
Middle East 
Situation

NEW HAVEN, Conn. 

T seems to me that the whole 

question of the Middle East 

situation is becoming much 
more serious than most of us 
realize. The Soviets, with their 
usual indifference to discrepan- 
cies between what they say and 
what they do, keep on saying 
to all of us that they want a 
peaceful world. But, so far as 
anyone can see they want it only 
on their own terms and in ways 
that will weaken the rest of the 
world and strengthen the Soviet 
Union. 

It may well be that the offer 
to sell surplus arms to Egypt 
was made before the summit 
meetings at Geneva, when the 
Soviet spirit is supposed to 
have changed, but the ifact re- 
mains that it has not been can- 
celed.

THERE is an understanding 
that we and Great Britain will 
guarantee the existing bounda- 
ries in the Near East, but we do 
not seem to be ready to do 
anything positive to carry out 
this understanding. 

It seems to me that the peace- 
loving nations of the world 
should join together in asking 
the United Nations to assure 
respect for existing boundaries 
and add that they will be pre- 
pared voluntarily to put force 
into U.N, hands to preserve 
peace in the Middle East, Once 
this is thoroughly understood, 
then it might be possible to 
propose to the U.N. immediately 
to set up a voluntary police 
force to be used wherever bor- 
ders need to be policed.

IN A SITUATION such as 
Israel faces, her government is 
almost obliged to come to grips 
with the difficult question of 
using force to give her people 
the feeling that they are being 
protected. And if force is being 
constantly built up in Egypt, 
the pressure from the people 
inevitably will be on the ques- 
tion: “Have we a better chance 
of survival if we bring on a war 
before our neighbors are com- 
—e equipped to annihilate 


» This is especially true when 
Israel has no direct guarantee 
of protection or of equipment 
which will give them equality 
with their Arab neighbors. 

I dread war anywhere in the 
world and I dislike to see situ- 
ations develop that need only 
the slightest impetus to spark 
actual war. Therefore, I feel it 
is an obligation for the peace- 
loving nations to use the U.N, 
in a crisis like this and to 
promise the U.N. strength so 
these nations can act to imple- 
ment any decision made by the 
General Assembly.

An amazing number of people 
were crushed under a sense of 
imminent personal loss. The 
little girl, the man in the car, 
the rest of us were not his kin, 
but we grieved as though we 
were.

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Proper Care 
Of the Teeth

OST men and women who 
M pretend to good grooming 

brush their teeth before 
going to sleep at night. This is 
certainly a lot better than no 
brushing but from the stand- 
point of good looks and health 
it falls far short of ideal care. 


Actually, teeth are much more 
attractive. when brushed three 
times a day. This also is impor- 
tant for tooth preservation. Re- 
search indicates that the great- 
est damage is done within the 
first half-hour after eating. 
Whenever possible we should 
brush our teeth immediately 
following each meal. 


Fed persons take their tooth- 
brush to work with them al- 
though this is completely prac- 
tical. The office or factory 
worker, the school teacher, the 
nurse, practically everyone 
could do this.

A RECENT survey by the 
American Dental Association 
showed that only 29 per cent 
of Americans brush their teeth 
after each meal, Another survey 
by the American Dental Asso- 
ciation showed that only one 
person out of three visits his 
dentist as often as once a year. 
If you wish to save yourself loss 
of teeth and pain and expense 
in the future, twice a year 
should be the minimum, If you 
have poor teeth three or four 
times is good preventative medi- 
cine, 


At these times your teeth are 
cleaned professionally, X-rays 
are taken and any necessary re- 
pair or correction is planned 
for. In this way smal] decays 
are discovered before they turn 
into large ones. 
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DENTAL FLOSS is another 
aid which many folks forget. 

Another thing to remember 
is that missing teeth can affect 
your bite and even your facial 
contour. Many women fail to 
have them replaced if the space 
does not show. This is a mis- 
take. 


Considering that we only 
have one set of teeth after ma- 
turity it seems a shame to neg- 
lect them. A little preventative 
medicine goes a long way 
toward saving our teeth for the 
length of our lives.
